These pieces, as a rule, have very little value or signifi- 
cance, as they are not coins or governmental issues, but were made 
privately and sold as charms, Generally they were worn by children 
to ward off disease. For the most part they have been made for 
e hundred or so years and the newere ones are oftentimes reproduced 
from older specimens.
